I have the honour to submit the Criminal and Statistical Returns for the 
Year 1916. 

On the 24th April in the year under review the Sinn Fein Rebellion broke out. 
Much loss of life and destruction of property resulted and many serious crimes were 
committed.

Destruction of Property. 

On the recommendation of the Property Losses (Ireland) Committee ex gratia 
rebuilding grants were awarded in 212 cases — adjoining houses in one street and m 
the same occupancy being treated as a single case— in respect of premises totally or 
in great part destroyed in Dublin during the rebellion. The total amount of these 
grants was £742,926, representing the value of the buildings at the time of 
destruction. 

In addition, ex gratia grants amounting to a total of more than one million • 
pounds sterling were paid, on the recommendation of the Committee, in respect of 
the stock, fittings, etc., of these premises, other chattel losses and minor damage to 
various buildings. 

Crime Tables. 

In the following Tables some details of crime which maybe regarded aa directly 
resulting from the rebellion are given, but as the condition of the City during t e 
rebellion rendered ordinary Police duty an impossibility full information is not 
available for the compilation of complete Rebellion Statistics. As far as possible 
crimes which can be definitely regarded as arising out of the rebellion (and for 
which no persons were made amenable) have been excluded from the ordinary 
Tables. There are, however, a number of cases appearing m labies I to 4 
which, although doubtless due to the conditions existing during and after the 
rebellion, cannot be definitely considered as rebellion cases. Fo.r instance in lame

Sentences of Persons Summarily Convicted. 

Of the 15*280 persons summarily convicted on charges by the Magistrates, 
54 were sentenced to imprisonment for 6 months and above 3 months, 114 for 3 
months and above 2 months, 270 for 2 months and above 1 month, 523 for 1 
month and above 14 days, 265 for 14 days and under, 60 were sent to Places of 
Detention, 73 were sent to Reformatories, 13,646 were fined, 231 were held to bail, 
and 44 were otherwise disposed of. (See Table III.). 



Percentage of the Convictions of Persons made Amenable. 

Of the persons proceeded against summarily, 74-9 per cent, were convicted. 
Juvenile Courts. 

The number of Children and Young Persons charged with Offences during the 
year and dealt with in Juvenile Courts was 1,903, viz. : — 427 charged with 
Indictable Offences and 1,476 with Non-indictable Offences.

Orders were made against parents or guardians, under Section 99 of the Children 
Act, 1908, in 83 cases to enter into recognizances and in 10 cases to pay damages 
• or costs. (See Table IV.) 

Intoxicating Liquor Laws. 

Each Inspector and Sergeant is required to specially visit licensed premises at 
uncertain hours during his patrol, for the purpose of detecting breaches of the 
Licensing Laws.. 

These officers paid visits during the year- 
18, 954 to Public Houses. 

3,378 to Spirit Grocers and Beer Dealers.

Offences by Licensed Persons.— 65 publicans, 20 spirit grocers, and 2 beer 
dealers were prosec.uted during the year. Total 87 , as compared with 167 in year 
1 1915, being an decrease of 80. 27 cases were dismissed with caution, 23 without 

caution and 37 were convicted and fined in sums varying from £1 to £10. 
(See Table V.). 

Drunkenness. — The charges of drunkenness, not combined with any other 
offence, numbered 1,550, viz., 750 males and 800 females, against 1,842, viz., 887 
males, and 955 females, in 1915, and 1,807, viz., 1,067 males, and 740 females, in 1914. 

The number arrested for being drunk and disorderly was 561, viz., 169 males 
and 392 females, against 821, viz., 227 males and 544 females, in 1915, and 847 
viz., 390 males and 457 females, in 1914. 

The number arrested for drunkenness while in charge of vehicles, &c., was 36 
against 75 in 1915, and 76 in 1914. 

The number arrested for drunkenness, combined with offences other than 
disorderly conduct, was 63, against 61 in 1915, and 67 in 1914. 

The total number of persons who were drunk when arrested by the police during 
the year was 2,209 against 2,800 in 1915 and 2,797 in 1914. 

Licences opposed by the Police.— IQ applications for new, renewal, and transfer 
licences were opposed by the Police at Licensing Sessions. Fifty were granted, 
and twenty-six refused. (See Table VIII.)

Previous Convictions for Drunkenness. — 62 persons were convicted of drunkenness 
three and less than five times, 15 five and less than ten times during the year. Total 
77, against 87 in 1915. (See Table IX.) 

Persons under Police Supervision. 

Fifty-three persons were under Police observation in Dublin during the year 
Of this number 9 left for other districts in Ireland, 9 were sent to Prison, 6 left 
Ireland, in 7 'cases the Supervision was remitted by His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant, in 6 cases Supervision expired, 4 cases missing and gazetted, 1 died, 
and 11 were under Supervision in the District at the end of the year. (See Table 
X.) 

Thieves and Persons of known Bad Character. 

The number of thieves and persons of known bad character at large within the 
Police District in the month of April, 1916, was 35, against 49 in 1915, being a de- 
crease of 14 as compared with the latter year. (See Table XI.)

Since tlie year 1906 the number of Outside Cars lias decreased from 967 to 509— 
47 per cent. The number of cabs has decreased from 575 to 465 — 19 per cent, while 
the number of Motor .fob Carriages, has increased from 19 to 132 or 59*4 per cent, 
within the same period. 

An inspection of all Hackney Vehicles was held in July, and the owners of 
vehicles observed to be unserviceable were required to have them properly repaired. 

There is a decrease of 76 in the number of summons cases, and a decrease of 
27 in the number of arrests, as compared with the year 1915. 

The Licences of one outside car and two cabs were temporarily suspended. 

Property found in Hackney Vehicles. — There were 171 articles of property 
surrendered to the Police by drivers during the year, of which number 89 were 
claimed. The articles included 92 umbrellas and walking" sticks, a pair of gold- 
mounted pince-nez, a silver chain purse, a silver mounted lorgnette, and several 
coats, rugs, &c. 

Sums amounting to £9 were found in vehicles and surrendered to the Police. 

Area and Boundary of the Police District. 

The area of the Dublin Metropolitan Police District is about 36 square miles. 

Population of the Police District. 

The population according to the Census of the year 1911 is 416,104. 

General. 

The gross expenditure on the Dublin Metropolitan Police Establishment ( i.e . 
Police and Police Courts), in the financial year ended 31st March, 1916, wa« 
£177,254, of which the proportion paid out of moneys voted by Parliament was 
£120,845. 

A Police Tax is established by 1 Viet., cap. 25, and 61 and 62 Vic., cap. 37, sec. 
66, at 8 d. in the £1, which yielded in that year £31,324 from the City, and £16,327 
from the County (i.e., the full amount less 5 per cent, paid to the Corporation ana 
to the County Council for the collection of the Tax, and also less the certified pro- 
portion of the former Collector-General’s annuity). 

These sums amount to about 17-7 per cent, and 9-2 per cent., respectively, of 
the gross expenditure on the Establishment. 

Other sums appropriated in aid of the cost of the Establishment (Police and 
Police Courts) in the same year amounted to £9,151, as follows : —

The pay of the Force, including Superintendents, Inspectors, Station Sergeants, 
‘Sergeants, and Constables was £103,733. 

The mean rateable value of the Dublin Metropolitan Police Area for the year 
1915-1916 was £1,526,614, of which £1,002,282 falls in the City, and £524,332 in 
the County.
